At that bour, however, it beearn* ru­ 
mored that a ra -ssago bal been re­ 
ceived from Judge Parker, the presi­ 
dential nominee, questioning the con­ 
vention's action In leaving u it of the 
platform a money rlank, aud intimat- 
lug that without some satisfactory ex­ 
planation of the situation he would 
feel it his duty to decline the nomina­ 
tion. 
In order to clear up the very 
delicate situation thus presented the 
leaders secured an adjournment until 
6 o'clock. 
The telegram from Judge Parker fol 
lows 
“I regard the gold standard as 
finally 
and 
irrevocably 
established, 
and I shah act accordingly if the ac­ 
tion of the convention today is ratified 
by the people. 
Inasmuch as the plat­ 
form Is silent on the subject. I deem 
It necessary to try to make this com­ 
munication to the convention for Its 
consideration, as I should feel it my 
duty to decline 'he nomination without 
that understanding" 
At 5 o'clock the convention rase 
sembled and the following names of 
“favorite sons'' for the vice presiden­ 
tial nomination were presented: J R 
Williams of Illinois; George E Tur­ 
ner of Washington. Henry G 
Davis 
of West Virginia. William A. Harris 
of Kansas 
The disquieting rumor concerning 
Judge Parker's attitude then became 
current and following the nominations 
the convention took a recess until 8

When it reconvened Chair­ 
man Clark announced that a grave 
matter had presented Itself to the con 
slderation of the convention, and John 
Sharp Williams was introduced. 
He 
read the message from Judge Parker 
and brought the matte; sharply to a 
focus by reading the following tele 
gram, which it waa proposed should be 
dispatched at once In answer to Judge 
Parker's unequivocal statem ent of his 
position. 
"The platform adopted by this con­ 
vention is silent on the question of 
monetary* standard because it is not 
regarded by us as a possible issue in 
this campaign.
